Senator Robert M. La Follette of Wisconsin is a fine example 


it this type. With just a little imagination one could imagine that 
the Senator wa« a hold-over from the days of the Roman Senate. 
Certainly few had more talent as a speaker and it is doubtful if any 
bad such a magnificent shock of hair. Yet in La Follette, seriously 
ipeaking, there is a suggestion of the Roman Forum. When he 
talks you even get a breath of the Coliseum and the Appian Way. 


• 
There are two distinct types of these hold-over Romans. The 


foremost of the present day is La Follette. The other modern rep- 
resentative of the golden age of Rome is Doctor Munyon. They are 
!>edi interesting, to say the least. Watching Senator La Follette in 
bis speeches against the administration one realizes what a weight- 
:arrier he is. His talking is frictionless^-big words don't bother 
him—and he seems prepared to speak* H all times—running as a 
turfman would say, "well within himself," with a double wrap on 
the lines. With one of the finest of voices and being one of the 
most forceful speakers in public life, it is easy to understand after 
pou have listened to him half an hour how it comet that so riiany 
Senate records, for endurance at least, are easily within his grasp. 
Most all of the features of his face »re strong. His hair offers the 
biggest contrast to Rockefeller's hair that rmir ever offered. 
It 


teems to have grown where it listed and. as abundantly as the pro- 
verbial eree'n bay tree.' But enough of La Follette'g hair. 
. 


If he were compelled to work only union hours he would 


never realize that he had a job. He is the type of-man-who.makes 
clocks tired and weary, yet after he has spoken sixteen or eighteen 
hours you-instinctively feel that he is going to ask you to join him 
in some little walk out into Virginia and back. He seems never to 
be tired. But all the time you are impressed with one thing when 
you are surveying La Follette and that is hoxv well the people of 
his~state are represented. 


His eyes are powerful affairs. The right one sometimes gives 


you the impression that it has a flat tire, for the upper lid is some- 
times very languorous and heavy. They suggest that he must have 
burned up many boxes of candles as a student in his younger days, 
and his jaws and chin and cheek-bones seem to have been modelled 
from a baseball catcher's mask. La Follette seems as unconscious 
of his physical and mental exertions as he is of the fashion in which 
he wears his hair. I don't believe La Follette carries a comb in his 
vest pocket. Whenever you see one of these long-maned men, one 
usually inay be sure that in his vest pocket there is a small, carefully 
kept'comb. La Follette seems too serious for combs. In his case 
one could not imagine hair tonic in one pocket and a comb in the 
other. Without question of a doubt La Follette.is an earnest, serious 
man, with a very big purpose in life. The Senator from Wisconsin 
is as hard to tire as Cayuse ponies were before Chief Joseph sur- 
rendered. He is a man capable of tremendous effort and as you hear 
La Follette speaking so forcefully with his thrilling voice, attuned 
to forensic battle,, yet doing it all so easily, you understand why this 
'man reminds those of an elder generation of Stephen A. Douglas, 
and why the latter was called "the Little Giant," I can well 
imagine that the rural folk who swarm under the Chautauqua tents 
to hear the Senator, go home talking loudly and waving their arms 
with enthusiasm. It it a safe guera that La Follette will be before 
the public, many, many days to come, doing his big business, de- 
livering carefully prepared speeches In a masterful way and with less 
effort than almost any man in our public life. He may aspire to 
something higher and h« may or may not get It, but he will long be 
a force to be reckoned with—HOMER DAVENPORT.
